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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the communication filed on August 6, 2007. 
Claims 1-17, and 19-20 are pending. Claims 1-2, 7-9, 11, 13, 15-17 are amended, 
claim 18 is canceled, and claims 19-20 are newly added by the applicant. At this time, 
claims 1-17, and 19-20 are being restricted. 

Response to Argument 

2. Applicant's arguments filed August 6, 2007 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The wrong format was inadvertently used in the previous 
Election/Restriction. Therefore the previous rejection has been withdrawn, and the new 
Election/Restriction is replaced herein with the appropriate information. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

Species 1: Claims 1-8, and 11-16 
Species 2: Claims 9-10 
Species 3: Claim 17 
Species 4: Claims 19-20 

4. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various 
disclosed species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 

i. A method and system for calculating the message authentication 

function. 

ii. A method for creating a record and transmitting the record from first 
computer to second computer. 

iii. A computer associates with a processor and a memory containing 
executable code. 

iv. A system includes a server, a client, and a witness. 
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5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

6. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
